If tho problem of tidying a child's 
hair. persists, cutting his, hair_short 
may be the bes} solution, Many boys 
with curls have them too late any- 
way. The girls.with curls, who are 
four, flve or older, can escape wor 
of ridding their hair of © “rats” if 
gradually they ‘have learned to 
brush and comb thelr own‘ hair. 
They readily will tolerate more pain 
from pulling then than if you. were 
doing their hair. 


Soft Brush 


Beginning with the baby, use o 
soft ‘brush. Usp it slowly and gent- 
ly, As the child’s hair grows curly 
and longer, brush it more often. 
Freqdency of brushing, tenderness 
and taking lois of time should pre- 
vent dislike of hair tidying now and 
later. And when the child first 
shows objcctlon to having his hair 
brushed, ‘wait and use time for win- 
ning his co-operation. While you 
are cuddling or rocking the Ilttle 
tot, you may find little or no rc- 
sistance. . :

Sonp or even cicar 
water trickling into the youngster’s 
be terrifying. To have 
the child lying prone on the back or 
stomach while. his hair is washed 
can help prevent such problems, 

Once_the _ youngster has 
strong resistance a time or two, at 
having the head washed, it may 
take a grent deal of patience to help 
him gradually grow agreeable to 
the ordeal, It fs hard for the aver- 
age mother lo realise how slow, 
patient and gentle she necds to ba 
ns she washes his head ond hair, 
The usual ‘source of objection in 
the child to having his hair washed 
or tidied is fear, largely physical 
fear. .Now, the way, a child can 
best recover from fear jis through 
very gradual adjustment.
